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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant first argues that the tabs of Hickok do 
not initially extend past an opening. As shown in Figure 1 of Hickok, tabs (8) are folded about rope (3). Therefore, an opening is formed by 
the inner loop formed by the rope. The tabs initially extend beyond this opening and are then folded back around the rope to provide a 
secure attachment. Therefore, Hickok does teach an attachment where tabs initially extend beyond their opening and are then folded back 
to form a secure attachment. Additionally, Chobotov disclose a method for forming the stent wherein the graft material is wrapped around 
the stent and then trimmed to a desired length (column 6, lines 59-67). Therefore, it is the Examiner's position that modifiying the Chobotov 
reference so that the graft is trimmed to comprise a larger length and initially extend beyond the stent opening is well within the method 
disclosed by Chobotov. Although Applicant argues that such modifiction in the trimming would add exense to the manufacturing process 
the Examiner does not find this persuasive since Chobotov teaches trimming the graft material. Since Chobotov teaches this step in the 
manufacturing process, it is not an additional step that would increase the manufacturing costs. Applicant further argues that the tabs (8) of 
Hickok do not extend from a larger area of material. Examiner disagrees since Figure 1 of Hickok shows the tabs extending from straps 
(2). Lastly, Applicant argues Hickok is non-analgous art. However, Hickok teaches a well known attachment means where tabs are folded 
over to secure two items together. This attachment means is analagous to the device of Chobotov since Chobotov also teaches folding 
tabs over to form a secure attachment means. 
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
